K fo:th the Head of the wolk. ſo taken, befoze the ſaid Officers 02 Jullices, yo veting wel ſatys- 

fied with the evidence bꝛought befoze them, that ſuch perfon oz Perſons, have taken o; deſttoꝝ⸗ 
ed, oꝛ cauſed to be taken oꝛ deſiroyed ſuch Molt oꝛ Wolves, that tuch Perſon oz Perſons. ſhall have and receive to2 every 
ſuch wolf, ſo taken and deſtroyed (oz which they ſhall bꝛing pzoof as afozeſaid) the tunes of monies yereatter tollow⸗

ing, viz. Foz every Bitch Wolf, ſir pounds; foꝛ every Dog Wolk, five pounds; koꝛ every Luv Nane p2exety toz himſelf,

tan ve accounted a young ut. And fox the better encouragement of all ſuch Perſons, as ſhall take oz deltcoy any 
Wolf oꝛ Wolves, Jt is karuyer Oꝛdeted. That the ſaid Officers commanding in chief, and any two Juſtices of the Peace, 
are hereby auiyoztzed and impowered. (upon good pzeof made as afozeſaid, that ſuch Wolves have been taten and dee 
ftroyed as afozeſaivs the ſaid Officers and Jultices being well ſatisfied of the truth thereof , and that there hath been no 
fraud noz deceit uſed thercin) Tyattyenthey do give O2der in waiting to the Receiver in the ſaid Precincts, to pay oz 
cauſe to be patdto ſuch Perſon oz Perlons, as have taken, killed, and deftroyed; oz cauſed to be taken. killed, and deſtroy⸗ 
ed ſuch wolt 02 wolves as afozeſaid, the reſpective ſums befoze directed. : | 

And the Warrant of the ſaid Officers and Juſtices, together with the Receipt of the Perſon appointed to receive the 
ſame, being one of the Perſons by them judged and declared to have taken. killed, and deſtroyed the ſaid woll, ſhail be a 
fuflicient noarrant to the ſaid Receiver, to pay the ſame out of any publick Treaſure remaining and being in his hands. 
And it is farther Oꝛdered, That the laid Receiver ſhall every thꝛee months from time to time give an accompt in wziting 
to the Commiſſioners appointed fo? the raiſing of the monthly Alleſments, what ſum oꝛ fums of monies have been by him 
paid and dis burſt foꝛ killing end taking of Wolves by Oꝛder as afoꝛeſaid; and the ſaid Commillioners of Afeſment ſhall 
caule the ſaid ſum ſo paid by the Receiver, to be equally Iſleſſed, Laid and Applotted on the teveral Counties, Towns. 
Willages. Baronies and 2 within the reſpective Pꝛecincts, in line manner and accoꝛding to ſuch Rules and Jn- 
ſtructions to them given, fo raiſing , Alleſling, and Leavying the monthly Aſleſments, the ſame to be bꝛought in and 
paid together with the Alleſments to the ſaid Receiver. | i 

And the ſaid Commillioners of the Alleſment ſhall and may and are hereby authoztzed and required to Aſſeſs, Leavy, 
and Collect, and to cauſe to be Aſleſled, Leavied, and Collected the ſaid ſum oz ſums aboveſatd, and to inflict all Penal- 
ties, Fines, and other Puniſhments upon luch as ſhall neglect oz refuſe to pay ſuch ſum oꝛ ſums of monies; oz to Alleſs, 
Leavy, and Collect the ſame accoꝛding to the power given oz to be given them, koꝛ the Raiſing, Leavying, and Collecting 
the monthly aſſelments. And all Officers and Souldiers, and all Officers and Winifters of J uſtice, are to be Aiding 
and Aſliſting to them in the Execution ot the power hereby yon unto them as they ſhall be thereunto required. And it is 
farther O2dered, That this Oꝛder be and do continue in tozce from the determination of the laſt Declaration, unto the 
ürſt day of July next, being in the year, 1657. ,
